The Cabinet, in connection with the 


possible necessity of enlisting a force of 
volunteers for service in the Philippines, 
says a Washington dispatch, on Friday 
discussed a plan for the enlistment of sev- 
eral skeleton Regiments in Manila from 
among the volunteers who desire to re- 
main in the service, and the subsequent 
filling out of these regiments with recruits 
enlisted in this country. 


General Otis according to hia plan, 


would be given the authority to select offl- 
oers of these regiments from the volun- 
teer officers who are to be mustered 
out. 


The plan, which is regarded with favor by 
the members of the Cabinet generally, 
would form a neclues of veteran officers 
and men, seasoned to the climate and fa- 
miliar with the work to be done. 


The Attorney General announced his 


opinion that the army reorganization bill 
fixing the maximum strength otthe regu- 
lar army at 65,000 did not include the en- 
lifted force of the hospital corps, about 
2,600 men, 
so that the enlisted force can

Tariff the Mother of all Trusts. 


A Thought for the High Turin' AtlvocntBb-- 


The UepuhlU'lirj Policy itn Injury 


to the Whole I'eaplu. 


The positive information that the Sugar 


Trust was not a philanthropic institution ; 
that the protective tariff was "the mother 
of all Trusts;" that this country paid $24,- 
000,000 unnecessarily to the Louisiana 
and Hawaii sugar growers, and that the 
Sugar Trust ought to be better protected, 
was supplied to the Industrial Commis- 
sion' in Washington last Wednesday by 
Henry 0. llaveineyer, president of the 
American Sugar Refining Company. 


"The existing customs tariff bill," said 


Mr. Haveirieyer, "and the preceding one 
have been the occasion of the formation 
of all the large trusts, with very few 
exceptions, inasmuch as they provide for 
an inordinate protection to all the in- 
terests of the country—sugar refining ex- 
cepted. 


"There probably is not an industry that 


requires a protection of more than 10 per 
cent, ad valorem, and it i. 
u to obtain what 


is provided over such percentage in the 
tariff that leads to the formation of what 
are commonly spoken of as 'trusts.' 


"With a protection to an industry not 


exceeding 10 per cent, all menace to the 
community of trusts ftotild cease. Thia 10 
per cent, would represent the difference in 
cost of production, and likewise act as a 
protection against surface products of 
foreign countries being dumped in our 
local markets, thereby interfering with the 
regular and economic working of our in- 
dustries. Any advantages that might then 
accrue to each combinations they would 
be fully entitled to, and tho public would 
not be damaged thereby, an -any expansion 
of price would be met by foreign competi- 
tion and relief. 


"The true 'communism of pelf is the 


customs tariff bill. It says to the people : 
'Here is the law we have enacted for your 
robbery. Do not complain of it, but do 
your utmost to attack and injure the ma- 
chinery engaged in extracting from you 
what we legislate shall be taken from you. 
" 'Keep up the clatter while the voters 


on the tariff bill take advantage of the 
noise to enact laws that cause your im- 
poverishment and thus contribute to the 
reed and avarice of the few.' "

The State Live Stock Sanitary Board 


has been working on this disease for some 
time and up to the present has found no 
cure or relief for it. 
A large number of 


horses have died recently in 
different 


parts of the state, but the disease nof 
being a cont\gioua one there is no ap- 
propriation made by the state for loss 
sustained. The doctor Bent a portion of 
the horse's organs to Philadelphia to aee 
if there could be more light thrown on the 
subject. 


Other cases of spinal meningitis are 


reported in the county.

POTATO DISEASES 


THEIK TREATMENT. 


FARMER'S BULIFTIN, O. S. DEPART- 


MENT Or AGIUCULTC'RK. 


A number of diseases affect the Irish 


potato In this country, and the losses 
they occasion are often a serious drain 
on tbe farmer's income. The object of 
this bulletin is to briefly describe the 
most important diseases and to outline 
methods of treatment which experience 
has shown to be successful in holding 
them in check. 


POTATO LEAF BtlGHT, OB EAKtT 


BUGHT. 


This disease is widespread aud des- 


tructive. It is confined to the leaves 
and green stems, and appears about the 
time the tubers begin to form, but may 
be noticed earlier if the growth of the 
plants has been checked in any way. 
The first indication of its presence is the 
appearance on the leaves of grayis 
brown spots, which soon become bar 
and brittle. 
The disease progresse 


rather slowly, the spots gradually be- 
coming larger, especially along the edge 
of tbe leaflets. At the end of ten day 
to two weeks half of the leaf surfac 
may be biown, withered, and brittle 
while the rest is ot a yellowish gree 
color. Three weeks or a month ma 
elapse before all the leaves succumb 
The stems in the meantime remai; 
green, but they too finally perish througi 
lack of nourishment. 
Tbe tubers »to 


growing almost as soon as the leaves ar 
attacked, and as a result the crop i 
practically woitbless. 


TREATMEKT. 


Early blight may be beld In check b 


the application cf the fungicideBordeau: 
mixture. This is prepared aud applie 
as follows: Pour into a 50-gallon bar 
rel 25 gallons of clean water; then weig 
out 6 pounds of crushed bluestone, o 
copper sulphate, and after tying it in 
piece of coarse sacking suspend the pack 
age just beneath the surface of th 
water by means of a swing tied to 
stick laid across tbe top of tbe barrel 
In another suitable vessel, such as a tn 
or half barrel, slack 4 pounds of fres 
lime. Slack the lime carefully by pour 
ing on small quantities of water at 
time, the object being to obtain a smooth 
creamy liquid, free from grit. When 
the lime ia slacked add sufficient wate 
to make 25 gallons. As soon as thi 
bluestone is dissolved, which will requin 
an hour or more, pour the lime milk an< 
blnestone solutions together, using i 
separate barrel for the purpose and stir 
ring constantly to effect a thorough 
mixing. 
It sometimes happens tha 


sufficient lime is not added, and as-a re 
suit the foliage may be injured. To be 
certain that the mixture is safe, hold a 
steel knife blade in It for two or three 
minutes, and if the polished surface o 
the blade shows a copper-colored tinge 
add more lime, but if it stays bright the 
mixture is sal's to use. Applications of 
the mixture should begin when the 
plants are 4 to 6 inches high, and should 
be repeated at intervals of twelve to 
fourteen days until five orsix treatments 
have been made. By adding S ounces 
of Paris green to each barrel of tbe Bor- 
deaux mixture a combined fungicide 
and insecticide is obtained, and this will 
prevent the attacks of the Colorado po- 
tato beetle, the fiea beetle, and other in- 
sects. Before adding the Paris green it 
should be mixed with a small quantity 
oj water, aud when a thin paste is ob- 
tained this should be thoroughly stirred 
into the barrel of Bordeaux solution. 


Tbe success attending the application 


of the Bordeaux mixture depends in a 
largo measure upon the thoroughness 
with which it is applied. To reach all 
parts of tbe plants above ground with a 
fine spray requires a good force pump 
and a suitable nozzle. The knapsack 
sprayer, now on sale in nearly every 
section of the country, will be found one 
of tbe most useful machines for spraying 
fields of 3 acres or Icd3. For larger plan- 
tations more powerful machines should 
be used. A cheap and seiviceable appa- 
ratus, well suited for this work, may be 
made by mounting a good, strong force 
pump oa a barrel, and then placing the 
barrel and mounted pump on a light 
wagon. 
The entire outfit, including 


barrel, pump, hose, nozzle, operator, and 
boy to drive, may be drawn by one 
horse. As tbe wagon is drawn slowly 
between the rows the man in the wagon 
may operate the pump and at the 
same time keep the mixture stirrofl, 
while tw.o others on the ground hold the 
nozzles and direct the spray over the 
plants. Tbe nozzle found to be best 
suited to the work is the Vermont. 
This is now offered for sale by pump 
manufcturers and dealers in seeds and 
agricultural implements in various parts 
of the country. Where they are only a 
few plants to treat, simple devices for 
tbe application of the fungicide, suet as 
watering cans, the syringes used by 
florists, etc., may be used.

ROT. 


This disease attacks the leaves, sterns, 


and tubera. Generally the first notice- 
able effect upon tbe leaves is the sudden 
appearance of 
brownish or blackish 


areas, which sood become soft and foul- 
smelling. So sudden is tbe appearance 
of the disease in some cases, that fields 
which one day look green and healthy 
may witbin the next day or two become 
blackened as though swept by fire. The 
rapid spread of the disease, which is 
caused by a parasitic fungus, is depend- 
ent in large measure upoa certain con- 
ditions of moisture and beat. A daily ' 
mean or normal temperature of from 
72° to V4° F. for any considerable time, 
accompanied by moist weather furnishes 
the best conditions for the spread of the 
parasite. On tbe other hand, if the 
daily mean or normal temperature ex- 
ceeds 77° for a few days, the develop- 
ment of the disease is checked. This 
fact explains why the fungus seldom 
occurs to any serious extent in sections

ature exceeds 77° for any length of time, 
and probably why it appsars later than 
the disease discussed under the former 
beading. The tubers affected with tbe 
disease show depressed, 
dark-colored 


areas on the surface, while within are 
blothes and streaks of a brownish or 
blackish color. Other diseases may pro- 
duce similar effects, so that in this ease 
the changes are not so characteristic as 
those shown by the leaves. For many 
years it was believed that most of the 
injury to the potato was due to this dis- 
ease, but recent investigations have 
shown that view to be erroneous. 


The same treatment as recommended 


for early blight should be followed here, 
and will be found to prevent the blight- 
ing of the tops and rottingof the tubers. 
In regions where late blight is known to 
occur, care should be taken to begin the 
application of tho Bordeaux mixture.be- 
fore the attack of the fungus. In all 
this work it must be constantly kept in 
mind that the main object is prevention 
rather than cure. Benefit will undoubt- 
edly result if only clean, healthy pota- 
toes are used as seed. Decayed and (dis- 
colored tubers should befed.tofcbs Iftgs, 
as it is poor policy to plant tfiem.'t.'

Colorado beetles, llea beetles, and blister 
beetles, serve as carriers of the disease. 
These insects may feed on a diseased 
plant, and in their visits to adjoining 
Wealthy ones infect the tissues through 
bites aud possibly in other ways. 


TK15ATMENT. 


Throughout the South, namely, in 


South Carolina, Mississippi, Alabama, 
,nd adjacent Slates where this disease is 
known to occur, a thorough ays tern of 
spraying,suehas recommended for early 
blight, should be followed. In addition, 
a.11 diseased vines should be removed and 
aestroyed as soon as possible, and the 
tubars should be dug and either used at 
once or stored in a cool, dry place. In 
planting it would be well to avoid land 
which has just been used for tomatoes 
or eggplants, and finally seed tubers 
rom 
localities where the disease is 


d-haent should be used if. practicable. 


POTATO SCAB. 


Scab is one of the most widespread 


diseases affecting the potato. Injuries 
of various kinds may produce a roughen- 
ed surface, but it is safe to say that 
most of what is known as scab is due to 
the attacks of a minute parasitic fungus, 
first studied aud described by Dr. Koland 
Phaxter, of Harvard University. The 
effects of the disease on the tuber are so 
characteristic that any one, we believe, 
Till be ablB to identity it. 


TREATMENT. 


Potato pcab may be successfully con- 


rolled by Heating the seed previous to 
planting. Two fungicides are used for 
•he purpose, namely, coirobivesublitnale 
lolution and lormalln solution. To pre- 
pare tbe Biat, dissolve 2} ouuces of cor- 
osive sublimate, or bichloride of mer- 
ury, in about2 gallons of hot water aad 
-ifter ten or twelve hours dilute with 
ciear water so that the whole quantity 
makes 1G gallons. Corrosive sublimate 
is a poison and must therefore not be 
placed where it can full into tbe hands 
of children or irresponsible persons. To 
prepare the formalin solution, mix S 
fluid ounces of commercial formalin 
(otberwise known as 40 per cent, formic 
aldehyde) with 15 gallons of water. 


To treat the potatoes ttilh the corros- 


ive sublimate solution, immerse them 
for an bour and a half in the liquid and 
then spread out to dry. Finally cut and 
plant in the usual manner. A large 
barrel is a convenient receptacle for the 
solution. The potatoes may be placed 
in a coarae suck and suspended in the 
liquid, care being to wash the tubers be- 
fore dipping, provided they are very 
uirty. All treated tubers should be 
planted in order to avoid danger from 
the poisin upon them. 


Tl P BURN, fcKAF BUHS OH SCAr.B. 
This disease ot the leaves occurs in 


many parts of the country and is often 
confused with early blight. The tips 
and edges of tbe leaves turn brown and 
these discolored areas become hard and 
brittle. 


The burning or scalding may occur at 


any time and as a rule is the result of 
unfavorable conditions surrounding the 
plant. 
Long-continued cloudy 
and 


damp weather followed by several hot 
and bright days is very apt to result in 
the burning of the foliage. This is 
especially the case ou soils carrying a 
comparatively small percentage of mois- 
ture. When the weather ia cloudy and 
damp the tissues of the potato become 
gorged with water and this has a tenden- 
cy to weaken them. If the sun appears 
bright and hot when the leaves are in 
this condition, there is a rapid evapora- 
tion of the moisture stored up in their 
cells. The evaporation may be faster 
than the supply furnished by the roots, 
and if this continues for any length of 
time the weaker and more tender parts 
first collapse, then die, and finally tuin 
brown and dry up. Tip burn may also 
occur aa the result of protracted dry 
weathei-. 


TREAT3IKKT. 


Little of a specific nature can be said 


on tbe treatment 
of this trouble. 


Numerous factors are iuvolved in the 
matter, so that only general statements 
are possible. Every effort should be 
made to keep the plants in good growing 
condition, for if they become checked 
through lack of proper food or cultiva- 
tion or both they are more apt to burn. 
Ic is a fact that where the Bordeaux 
mixture is used for other diseases burn 
is less apt to occur, and this furnishes 
another instance of 
the remarkable 


properties of the fungicide. 
Briefly, 


therefore, the plants should be kept aa 
vigorous as possible by good cultivation, 
plenty of available food, and the appli- 
cation of Bordeaux mixture aa'recom- 
mended for early blight. 


ARSENICAL POISONING OF POTATO 


LEAVJJS. 


In many sections where Earis green in 


water is applied to potatoes injuries are 
produced which can not be distinguished 
from early blight by any ordinary ex- 
amination. 
It 
frequently 
happens, 


therefore, that farmers are led to believe 
that their potatoes are affected with 
early blight and other diseases when the 
trouble baa been brought on by them- 
selves through the improper use of Paris 
green. Injuries resulting from the use 
of thia substance are very apt to occur 
where flea beetles have eaten the foliage. 
The arsenic attacks the tissues at such 
points, and as a result more or less cir- 
cular brown spots are produced, having 
for their centers the holes eaten out by 
the flea beetles. 
By combining the 


Paris green with Bordeaux mixture, an 


the South, and, in addition to attacking will nee the importance of haying them 
the potato, is found to seriously injure 
eggplants and tomatoes. In the case of 
the potato, tbe leaves, sterna, and tubeis 
.ire affected. The disease usually toani- 
leats itself by a audden willing of the 
1'uhagB tind soon the whole plant may 
become affected, the leaves and stems 
shriveling and then turning brown or 
black. The disease leaulies the tubers 


ouith the stems, producing a brown 


or black discoloration of the tissues aad 
ultimately a complete breaking down or 
rotting of all the parts. Browu rot is 
caused by a bacillus, a minute organism, 
which 
multiplies in the tissues and 


through ita action produces the effects 


already described, these injuries may be 
wholly avoided. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS.

This estimate is baied upon experiments 
extending over several years and in- 
cludes the cost of chemicals as well as 
labor. The cost of treating scab is 
mainly in tbe labor involved in dipping 
and drying tbe seed and seldom exceeds 
15 cents per acre. Much attention has 
been given to the effects oE Bordeaux 
mixture on the growth and yield ol 
potatoes aside from its.value in keeping 
parasitic foes in check. It has been 
shown conclusively that it pays to apply 
this preparation if for no other purpose 
than to induce a moie vigorous growth. 
Ttree or four applications of the mix- 
ture have in many cases increased the 
yield of potatoes 50 per cent, so that no 
matter where the crop is grown or 
whether diseases are prbseulor not the 
writer feels warranted in recomrueudiut;
